3 - Ths min task of telephony section of the IT A was the development of an 
automatic dial installation which should enable the caller to dial not onlv 
one but various prices. Apparently it is the intention of the Soviets to * 
connect many large toxins in Russia by means of such an installation* The 
soviets intend to ?kip thereby one phase of developments, through which other 
coxmt-ries had to pnss, which established automatic dial installations fo^ local 
communications only while long distance calls had to be manually connected. 


An automatic dial ,iong distance installation presupposes a certain ip we of 
underground cable. Since Russia has only surface cable lines *Mch could n* t

After the dissolution of the OTA at the end of 194&* all research and develop- 
ment "work of the telephony section was turned over to the KEF, which also took 
over some of the German staff of the telephony section. The rest of the de- 
partment, together with the experimental workshops am what was left of the 
transmitter laboratory, was absorbed by the firm H&agQca In Blankehburg.

In the meantime, the Soviets at the OTA have been packing and shipping valuable 
ecpiipment of the bureau, such as typewriters, lathes, shaping machines. Rota- 
print and ORMXG machines. The directions for using the latter machines had to 
be translated hastily into Russian for allogedly the Rotaprint system is uriknc 
in Russia. All these machines were stored at the OTA warehouse; Berlin, Buehltu' 
stress© 4, which also accacraodstad other goods from the Soviet Sector of Berlin 
^ady for shipment to Russia. The man in charge of the storehouse is 1st Lt« 
Sokolov. 


Another important*, department of the OTA was the Department for Postal Mechani- 
sation. (Abteilnng fftr Poatmechanisierung u. feschinlsierung. ) Russian chief 
of this department until March 1943, when he was recalled to Moscow, was Capt. 
Gedovius. Its Inst chief was Engineer Vassenin. German chiefs at the present 
are* Dipl. Ing. Thomas and Dipl. Ing. Schimmelpfennig.
